A matter of'teaulne lattaf action la the 
growing feeling of fratemni regard and 
unltlcatlon of all sectloni) of our country 
the incompletPneHS of wblcli Iiuh too long 
delayed realization of tin- highest IjIrnslngM 
of tbe Union. Tlii' public- (lucstlons which 
now most engroKs us lire lifted far above 
either (lartlsaimhip, prcjiidke of former sec 
ttuual dllTereaces. Tbey alTect every part 
uf onr common country alike. 

Tariff leglalation haring been settled by 
tbe extra ■aoatoa of oongreea, tbe Qotstlon 
next praaslag ft>r conslderatton Is that of 
the currency. 

The work of potting our flnanoea upon a 
sound basis, difficult as It may seem, will 
appear easier when we recall the flnandal 
operations uf the government nlnre 1860, 
On the HOth day of June of that year we 
bad outittatiding demand llabllltleit l:i the 
Bum of f728,M18,447.41. On tlic 1st of J:in 
U4try, 18TU, theKU liabilities bad been re 
duced to |'I43,88U,4II0.88. 

The Interest bearing debt of the Cnlte<1 
Stotaa on the 1st day ot Daoember. 1807. 
waa 1847,800,690. The goremment money 
now outstanding (Dec. 1) ronslsts of $346, 
681,016 of United States notes, $107,703,280 
of treasury notes IsHued by authority of 
the law of 181K), |384.(»03.:>()4 of tillver cer- 
tiacates and $61,280,7U1 of standard silver 
dollars. 

The brief review of what was accomplish- 
ed from tbe close of the war to l.SlKt riiake^ 
unreasonable and groundless any distrust 
either of our flnandal ablllly or eoondneas: 
while the tltnaUoa from 1808 to 1807 must 
admonish congress of the Immediate neceS' 
slty of so legtalatlng as to make the return 
of the condition then prevailing Impoesl 
hl«. 

Oavrmef Bontody> 
There are many p^as proposed as a rem 
edy for the aril. Befow we can find tbe 
true remedy we must appteolate the real 

evil. 

The evil of tlie prenent Kystein Is found 
In the (jrcat co^^t to tbe l:<ivitiiiiiciiI of 
ui«int4iliilM>{ tl.i- parity of niir (lirriicnt 
forms uf money, that Is, keeping all of thcni 
at par wltb gold. 

We surely cannot be longer heedless of 
the burden this Impoaes upon tbe peopU 
while the past four years hSTo demonstated 
that It Is not only an espenslTO charge 
upon the goTernment, but a dangerous 
menace to the national credit. 

It Is niHiilfcst that we must devise 8ome 
plan to protect the Koveriiine!it a^jiinst 
bond IsHinnl for repeated redemptions. \Vc 
must either < iirlall the opportunity for s|). e- 
ulatloM. ni.iilc ivisy by the niuliiiillc4 re- 
demptions uf our demand obllgutlons, or lu- 
erease the gold reeerre for their redeup* 
tlon. Wo boTO 18(10,000,000 of currency 
wblch the govemment by solemn enact- 
ment has undertaken to keep at pnr with 
gold. Nobody Is obliged to redeem In gold 
but the government. 

The banks are not required to redeem In 
Kold. Tbe Kovernmeiit Is ol,ll;;(il to keep 
e<iual Willi KOl<l all Its iiiithtandlug curren- 
cy nnd <'oin obligations, while Its debts are 
not required to be paid In gold. 

No Fixed Ciidd Kevt-niie. 

The jfoverniiieiit wllliout any llxed ){old 
revcinie Is pledged to inaliilaln Kold re 
deniptlon, wlilcb It has steadily and fullb- 
fully done and wblcb under tbe authority 
now given It will continue to do so. 

The law which require! the goTornment 
after having redeemed Its United States 
notes to pay them out again as current 
funds demands a constant replenlshmeut 
of the gold reserve. This Is especially so 
In the case of business panic and when the 
revenues ore liisulllclent to meet tbe espeu- 
ces of the government. At such times the 
government lias no other way to supply Its 
deficit and maintain rcdenipiion Unt through 
tbe Increase of Its bonded debt, as during 
the administration of my predecessor when 
$363,816,400 of four and a half per cent, 
bonds were ^sued. 

Wl^h our revenues equal to onr expenses, 
there would be no deflelt requiring' the Is- 
suance of bonds. Bnt If tbe colil reserve 
falls below $|t)i>,00i>.i»iii), how will It be re- 
plenished exce|»t by selling more bo:iils.' 
Is there any other way pracllc.ible \uulcr 
existing lau ? 

If no further legislation Is bad and the 
policy of selling bonds' Is to be continued, 
then congress shotild give the secretary of 
the treasury authority to sell bonds at long 
or short periods, ne« ring a less rate of In- 
terest than Is now atitborited by law. 
Efzohange Notes for Oold. 

I earnesilv recuniiuend SS SOOU as the re- 
ceipts uf the guvernmrat are quite suHl- 
clent to pay all tbe e penses of tbe gov- 
ernment, and that when any of tbe United 
States notes are preiiented for redemptloti 
In gold and are redeemed lu gold, such 
notes shall be kept and set apart, and only 
paid out in exchange fur gold. This Is an 
obvious duty. 

Jf (he holder i>f llie Cnll-.l 
States note prifer the t'oiil iiml td^ it froui 



the government, he should not receive bnrk 
from the government a United States note 
without paying gold In enchange for It. 

The reason for this is made all the nioie 
opparent when the governnient issued nn 
Interest bearing <lelit to provide gold for 
the redemplloii of United States notes — a 
non-Interest bearing debt. Surely It should 
not pay them out again except on demand 
and for gold. If they are put out In any 
other way they may return again and be 
followed by another bond Issue to redeem 
them— another Interest bearing debt to re- 
deem a non-Interest bearing debt. 

In my view It Is of the nio.^t lmportnn"e 
that the government slifnild be relieved 
from the burden of providing all the gold 
reinilred for exchanges and export. 

This responsibility Is alone borne by the 
government without any of tbe usual and 
Heeessary' banking powers to help Itself. 
The banka do not feel the strain of gold 
redemptlan. Tbe whole attan rests upon 
tbe gontawMM. 

I e«ii««r wlfb tba stocataiy of tba treas- 
ury In Us Noonmendktlon that national 
banks he allowod to Issne notes to the face 
vahM of %be bonds wblcb they have dapos- 
ItSd for drenlstlon, and that the tax on 
circulating notes secured by deposit of s«di 
bonds be reduced to one-half of on* per 
cent, per annum. 

I also Join bim in recommending that 
authority he given for the establishment of 
national banks with the minimum capital 
of »:;.-..(KN). This will enable the smaller 
villages ond agricultural regions of the 
country to be supplied with currency to 
meet their needa. 

I recommend that tba Issne of national 
bank notes be restrltcod to the denomina- 
tion of ten dollars and npword. 

If these suggestions have tbe approval 
of congress ,then I wonld recommend that 
national banks be required to redeem tbeir 
notes In gold. 

The Onbaa Qoeetloa. 

The most Important problem with which 

this government Is now called upon to 
deal pertaining to Its foreign relations con- 
cerns Us duty toward Spain and the Uuban 
Insurrection. 

Tbe story of Tuba for rniiny ycnrs has 
been one of unrest; growliiR discontent; nn 
effort toward a larmier enjoymeni of liberty 
and self control; of (ir>;aMlzed resistance to 
the mother country. Uor no enduring pe- 
riod aince the enfranchlaement of the con- 
tinental possession of Spain In the west- 
ern continent has the condition of Cnba or 
the policy of Hpnin toward Cnba not oansed 
concern to the United States. 

Tbe prosp<>ct from time to time tJint the 
weakness of Spain's bold iipon the Isl.-ind 
and the political vicissitudes and embar- 
rassments of the home government might 
lead to the transfer of Cuba to a conti- 
nental power called forth, between 1823 and 
1860 varlons emphatic declarations of the 
policy of the United RUtes to permit no 
disturbance of Uuba's connection with 
Spain unless In tbe direction of Independ- 
ence or acquisition by tbe United States 
through purchase. 

The revolution wblch began In ISfiS hinted 
for ten years, despite tbe strennous efforts 
of the Kuceesslve peninsular governments 
to suppress it. 

The overtures made by General Grant 
wore refused and the war dragged on, an> 
tailing grat loaa of life and treasnre aad In- 
creased Injury to American Interests besides 
throwing enchanoed hardens of neutrality 
upon this govemmant 

The Praaoat lasnmetlon. 
-The present Insurrection broke ont In 
February, 1808. The revolt and the ettorts 
to snhdne It carried destrnctlon to every 
qvarter of the Island, defying the efforts of 
Spain for Its suppression. The civilized 
code of war has biH*n disregarded, no less 
so by the Spaniards than by the t'uliaiis. 

The eilstliii; roiiilltloiis catinot but till 
this goveriipient and the American people 
with tbe graves! np;>rebensloii. There Is no 
desire on the part of our people to i)rotlt 
by the misfortunes of Spain. We have only 
the desire to see the Cubans prosperous and 
contented, enjoying that measure of self 
control which Is the Inalienable right of 
man. 

The offer made by my predece:iKor In 
April, IKHI, tendering the friendly olBces 
of this government, failed. Then only could 
Spain act In the promised dlreetlon of her 
own mot!o:i ami after her own plans. 

The cruel policy of concentration was In 
Itlated Feb. 16, 1806. The productive dls 
tricts controlled by the Spanish armies were 
depopulated. The agricultural Inhabltant-i 
were brought In the garrison towns, their 
lands laid waste. This policy the late cab 
Inet of Spain Jnstlfled aa a necessary meas- 
ure of war and aa a means of cutting off 
supplies from the Inanrgents. It has ut 
terly failed as a war measure. It was no: 
alTlllaad warfaia. It was axtarmlaatlon 

Kntorod Protaste. 

Agalnat this abuse of the rights of war 
I have felt constrained on repeated occa- 
alona to enter the Arm and earnest protest 
of tills government. There was much of 
public coudemnatlon of the treatment of 
American citizens by alleged Illegal ar- 
rests and long Imprisonment awaiting trial 
or pending protrucfed Judicial proceedings. 
I felt it my nr»t duty to niuke instnut de- 
mand for the release or speedy trial of all 
American cltlsena under arrest. Before tbe 
change of the Spanish cabinet In October 
last 23 dtlaeas of tbe UaKad Btotoa had 
been given their ffeeedom. 

The instmetlons given to oar sew minis- 
ter to Spain before bis departnia fbr his 
post directed him to impress upon that 
Kovernment the sincere wish of the United 
States to lend Its aid toward the ending 
of the war in (;uba by reaching a peaceful 
nd lasting result. Just and honorable alike 
o Spain and to the Uubsn people, 

Xo solution was proposed to wbicli the 
slightest Idea of humiliation to Spain could 
ttach, and Indeed precise proposals were 
withheld to avoid embarrassment to that 
government. 

All that was ssked or expected waa that 
some safe way might be speedily provided' 
and perinsnent peaoc rcst'-red 

Between the departure of (Jeneral Wood- 
ford, ilie new envoy, and his arrival In 
S|i,iiii. the .statesman, who had shapeil the 
policy of !i's country, fell by the hand of an 
ssussin, and altbuuxb the cabinet uf the 
late premier still held olflo-) and received 
from our envoy tho proposals he -bore, thst 
.ili'iiet gave place within a few days t.here- 
Af t< r tn n new administration under tho 
loadershig of Sagnste. 

•pain's New Polley. 
The reply to onr note Was received on 
tho 'jM day of October. It Is In the dlre<-- 
tlon (f .1 better understanding. It appre- 
ciates tin* fr<ei)dl.>' purposes of this govern- 
DMMit. It ndmlts that our country Is deep- 
ly affected by the war in Cuba and that Its 
desires for peace nre Just. 
It declareil that tbe present Spanish gov- 
riiiiK lit is boi'M' by every eonsldoriitlon 
to a change of policy tli.it sb iiild satisly 
tbe United hiitleb and p -Ify t'u!M within a 
'■"Vb'e time. To i.i'.s end .SMuln has | 



decided to put Info effect the political re- 
forms beretofon advocated by the present 
premier, without halting for any consider- 
ation ill the path which in Ita Judgmeut 
leads to i-pnee. 

Thi> mriitnry rperatlona. It l« said, will 
continue, but will be bnmane nnd <'nndnet- 
ed with all r»iriir<! fftr private rislits, bein;; 
ae<'omp'lsli>>(| i-y piilltlcal nelloTi Ip.'IiIIii^; In 
the iiiiloiKMiiy of ( i br while guarding Span- 
Isli s.n eieiirnty, lids, It Is clail.ieil, \>ill 
result in investing Cuba wltb a distinct 
personality: tbe Island to be governed by 
on executive and a local conndl or cham- 
ber, reserving to Spain tba eontrol of the 
foreign relations, the army and navy and 
the judicial ndminlstrntlon. 

The Immedlnte amelorlatlon of existing 
conditions under the new administration of 
(^uban affairs Is predicted and thcrewlihu! 
tbe disturbance and all occasion for any 
change of attitude oa tba part of tbe Unu 

ed States. 

I)is<'usKion of the question of the Interna 
tional duties and responsibilities of tbe- 
United States as Spain understands them 
la presented, with an apparent dispoaition 
to charge us with failure in this regard. 
This charge Is without any basis In fact. 

It could no. have been made If Spain had 
been cognisant of the conslstant efforts 
this government has made at the cost of 
millions ami by the employmeii: of tbe ad 
nilnistratlve maelilnery of tbe nation ,'it 
coniinand to perform its full dutj according 
to the law of nations. 

That It has sttcoesefnlly prevented the di> 
parture of a single military expedition or 
armed vessel from onr shores In violation 
of onr lawa would aeen to be a suflldcnt 
answer. 

But of this aspect of the Spanish note 
It Is not necessary to spenk further now 
Firm in the eoHvletioii of a wholly p<'i 
formed obll;;atloii due response to tills 
(barge has been made In diplomatle eoui>i-. 

Throughout all these horrurs and il:i:i 
gers to our own peace this government li,i 
never in iiny way abrogated Ite sovere!:.M 
preorgatlvf of reserving to Itself the deter- 
mination of Its ^n<r and cenrse accoraing 
to Its own high sense of right nnd incou- 
konance with the dearest IntereKts and con- 
victions of our own people should tbe pro- 
.ongatloii of the strife so demand, 

of the iintrlfd measures there reimln 
aniy: Iteeognlt i,)ii nf Ibe iiisurgeiils as bel- 
ligerents; reei>^'iiltloii <if tile iiidepelideneo 
of Cuba; i:ei:!r:il liil crveutlon to eml tho 
war by Uupuslng n rational compromise be- 
tween tbe contestants, and Intervention lu 
favor of one or the other party. 

nelligerent Ilights Discussed. 

K< gnltlon of the belligerency of the Tn- 

ban Insurgents has often been canvasse<l 
OS a possible if not Inevitable step both In 
regard to the pr^vlona 10 years' struggle 
and during the present wsr. 

I am not unmindful that the two honscs 
of congress In the spring of 1806 expressed 
the opinion by concurrent resolution that a 
condition of public war existed rciinirlii;; 
or Justifying; the recngiiltloii of a state of 
belllKereiiey In Cuba, and during' tlie extr.i 
session the senate voted a Joint resoliillou 
of like Import, wliUb. however, was ii 
brought to a vote lu tho house of rcpn seii- 
tatlves. 

In the presence of these slgnlHcant ex 
prcsaions of tbe sentiment of the legisla 
tlve branch It behooves tbe executive to 
soberly consider the conditions under which 
so importent a measure must needs rest 
for Justification. 

It Is to be seriously considered whether 
the Cuban Insiirreeflon possesses beyond 
dispute the Hllrlliutes of st.iteliood wlileh 
alone can demand Ibi.- reeogiiltluu of bel 
llgerency In its favor. 

Possession, In short, of tbe essential quol- 
laostions of sovereignty by the insurgents 
and the conduct af tbe war by them ac 
cording ta tbe reoelvad coda of war are 
no less important faetors toward tbe deter- 
mination of the problem of belligerency 
than are the Influences and consequences 
of the Ktrug;fle upon the Internal policy 
of the rei-o,;nlze(I sliiti-. 

Tbe wise Mtterames of Uresldeiit (Jrant 
In Ills memoralile larssage of liei-. 7, IK'o, 
are signally relevant to the present situ- 
ation In Cut)a, (Prealdent MeKlnley here 
quutes a portion of Grant's messuge.) 

Danger* I'olnted Out. 
Continuing, I'ri'fident MeKlnley says: 
Turning to the practU-al aspects of a rec- 
ngiiltloii of belllt;ereiicy nnd reviewing its 
liieonveiileiu es and posltlv<' dangers, still 
further iierlinent considerations appear. 

In tbe code of nations there is no such 
thing as a naked recogultton of belligerency 
unaccompanied by tba assumption of in- 
ternational neutrality. 

Such recognition without more will not 
confer upon either party to a domestic oon- 
filct n statua not theretofore actually im-: 
sessed or affect tbe relation of either i iit.v 
to other states. The net of reeoanlil. ii iis 
ually takes the form of a solemn |>^o< l.inj i- 
t!on of ueutrulliy which recites the de 
facto condition of belUsarency as Its mo- 
tive. 

It annonncea a domestic law of nentrnlity 
In the declaring atate. It summons the 

international obligations of a neutral in 
the presence of a public state of war. 

It warns all citizens and ot'iers within 
the Jurisdiction of the pn>clalmant that 
they violate those rigorous obllgatlona at 
their own peril and cannot expect to l>c 
shielded from the consequriiees. 

The right of visit iinil search on the seas 
and seizure of vessels and car;,'oes and con- 
traband of war and good prize' under ad- 
miralty law must under Internatiunnl law 
be admitted as a legitimate consequence 
of a proclamation of belligerency. 

The enforcement of this enlarged and 
onerous rode of neutrality would only be 
influential within our own Jurisdiction by 
land and sea nnd applicable by our own 
Instrumentalities. It could Imiiart to the 
United States no Jiirlsdli tlon betv.eea Sii.iin 
and tbe Insurgents. It would give the 
United States no right of iuiirveutlon to 
enforce the conduct. of the strife within 
the paramount authority of Spain according 
to the International code of war. 

Insurgents Not Itri't>t(iii/.ed. 
For these reasons I rc^iirii the reeo'.;iil- 
tloii of the lielllgcreney of tile Ciili.ili In- 
hurgeiits as now unwise and therefore in- 
admissible. Should that step hereafter be 
deemed wUe as a measure of right and 
duty, the oxFcutlve will talu it. 

Intervention upon humanlthrian grounds 
has been frequently svggested and haa i^ot 
failed to receive my most active and earn- 
est consideration. 

But slinnld sucli a step he now ln!;cn wlien 
It Is apliareiil llMt ii lioiiefiil ••'.lan.-e has 
HUpervelliil la tlie policy ot Siiiiu toward 
Cuba A hew governmrnt h.is i.iUeii of. 
lice In the mother oountry. It Is p: '<i;:ea 
111 advance to tb» declaration that all tlie 
efforts In the world cannot sulflce to main- 
tain peace in Cuba by the bayonet; that 
vague promises of reform after subjvigatlon 
afford no solution of the probleiu. 

The flrxt acts of tbe new gorernmen^Ue 
in these bonorable paths. Tho polled of 
cfucl. rapinu and extermination that so long 



shncked'tho universal sentiment of humati- 
Ity has been ri'versed. Under tbe new mil- 
itary commander a broad clemency Is prof- 
fered. Ueasures have already been set 
on foot to relieve the borrars of starva- 
tion. 

ihe power of the flpaalsb armies. It l< 

sal I. Is to hf used not to spread dosolntlon, 
but not to protect tbe rsaumptlon of agrl- 
cul:ural pursuits. 

Pair Obaaaa Ww Spala. 

The president then revlewa tbe Spanish 
decrees foreshadowing the refornia and con- 
dudea the Cuban discussion as follows: It 
is honestly (Mie to Spain and to our 
friendly relations wltb Spain that she 
should be given a reasonable chance to 
realize her expectations nnd to prove the 
asserted effleacy of the new Older of thlng't 
to r.hlcli she s'ands lrrevo<',il)ly eoniiiilt!i-(l. 

Sle has recalled tin- commander wlione 
brutal orders Innnmed tbe American mind 
and sluK'kcd the elvliised world. She bus 
modiUed the terrible order of concentration 
and has undertaken to care for tbe help- 
less and permit those who desire to resume 
the cultivation of their fields to do so and 
assures them of the protection of tbe Span- 
ish government In their lawful occupations. 

She bus Just released the "competitor" 
pri'otiers heretofore sentenced to deatJi. 
and v,iio have l>een the subject of repeated 
dl[domatlc corrccpondence during both this 
and the preceding adinliilst ratIo:i. 

Not a single American citizen Is itoK In 
arrest or eonflnement in (^uha of whom 
this government hss sny knowledge. The 
near future will demonstrate whether the 
indispensable condition of the righteous 
peace. Just alike to the Cubans and to 
Spain, as well as equitable to all our In- 
terests so Intlmatt ly Involveil .n the \» i l 
fare of Cuba. Is likely to I..- atlalm d 

If not, the exigency of furl her and oilier 
aitloii by the Utilfd St.itcs will remain to 
be taken. When that time comes that ac- 
tion will be determined in tba line of indis- 
putable right and duty. 

It \vlll be faced, without misgiving or hes- 
itancy In the light of tbe obligation this 
government owes to Itself, to the peotde 
wha have confided to It the protection of 
their intereats and honor, and to humanity. 

If it shall hereafter appear to Im a duty 
imposed b.v our obligations to ourselves, 
to civilization and liiimaiilty to intervene 
with forei'. It shall be without fault (Ui 
our part ami only because the necessity for 
such action will be so clear as to commaud 
the support and approval of the dvillsed 
world. 

Hiiwiiilan Annexatlou Reconiiiieuiled. 

r.y a .special message dated tbe Ifitli day 
of June last I laid before tl:(> senate a 
treaty signed that day by tlie piciiipoteu- 
arles of tbe ITnlted Statea and of tbe Ite- 
publlc of Hawaii, having for Its purposx 
the liK orponitlon of the Ilawiilinn Islands 
IIS un liitegi-iii part of the United Slates 
and under its sovereign l.v. The senate 
having r; lleved tbe injunction of secretary, 
ultliougli til" treaty Is still pending; before 
tt a'. I)(,dv. Ih" subject luay be imnH ily ri- 
ferr""J to In this mcs.«igc because the nec- 
essaiy action of tbe congress Is required 
to d*termtne by legislation many details of 
the eventual union should the fact of an- 
nexntlon be accomplished, as I believe it 
should be. 

That treaty was unanimously ratified 
withon: amendment by Ibe senat(> and pres- 
ident of tlic reiiubllc of Hawaii on the loth 
of pt ember hist, and only awaits the fa- 
vorabl* action of the Aiiiericaii senate to 
effert the complete absorption of the is 
lands into tbe domain of tbe United States. 

If the treaty Is confirmed as every con- 
sideration of dignity and honor requires, 
tbe wisdom of congress will see to It that, 
avoiding abrupt assimilation of elements 
perhupa hardly yet fitted to share in the 
highest francblsea of cltlzen«hlp, and hav- 
ing due regard to tbe geographlral condi- 
tions, the most Just provisions for self rule 
In loe.il mutters with the largest polltle:;l 
llberili's as an liitej^ral part of our nation 
will be aci-orded to the Hawallans. 

The ijncsilops which have arisen between 
Japan and Hawaii by reason of the treat- 
ment of Japanese laborers emigrating to 
the laiands ander tbe Hawailan-Japanert' 
convention of 1888, are in a satisfactory 
stage of settle:ncnt by negotiation. 

It is gratifying to learn that the appre- 
hensions lit first displayed on the part of 
Japan lest the cessation of Ilawall's na 
tlonal life tbrough annexation nilflit Im- 
pair [irlvlleiies to wlileli J.ipan lirviior.ili:-,- 
laid claim, having given place to conlldeiicc 
In t!ie uprightness of this government to 
rb-al with all ulterior questions In the 
bro.iilest spirit of frienilllness. 

Instructions to Minister !tlerry. 

As to the representation I'f tiih >:o,ern- 
nient to Nicaragua, Salvador and Costa 
Itlea, I have coiuluded that Mr, William I., 
.Merry, eoiitlrmed as minister of the United 
States to tlie states of .Vlcaragua, Salvailor 
and Costa Hlra, shall proceed to San Jose, 
Costa KIca, and there temporarily eatab- 
lUh tbe beadquartera of the United Statea 
to those three statea 

I took this action for what I regarded 
aa the pammonnt Interests of this country. 
It was developed upon an Investigation by 
the secretary of state that the govcrnmetit 
of Nicaragua, while not unwilling to re- 
celve Mr. Merry In his diplonititli' iiuallty, 
was i:nabie to do so because of the cm 
pact concluded June 20, 1805, whereby that 
rciiubllc and those of Salvador and Hondu- 
ras, forming what la known as tbe Greater 
Republic of Central Ameries, had surren- 
dered to the representative diet there of 
tbeIr right to receive and send diplomatic 
agents. 

The diet was not willing to acceiif hini 
because he was not accredited to tliat boily. 
I could not accredit him to that body be- 
cause the iipproiirlatloii law of eon:.'ress did 
not permit it. Mr. H.ikcr, the present min- 
ister at .Managua, has been directed to pre- 
sent bis letters of recall. 

Mr. W. Godfrey Hunter has likewise 
been accredited to the governments of 
Guatemala and Bonduraa, t..e same as his 
predecessor. Guatemala Is not a member of 
the Greater Itepubllc of Central America, 
but Honduras is. Should this latter gov- 
ernment decline to receive bIm, he has 
been instructed to report this fact to this 
(.'overnnii lit and await its further Instruc- 
tions.

The Itritlsh governnient has published a 
resume of the steps taken Jointly by tbe 
French snibnssnrtor in London and the spc- 
ciol 1-iM-ovB of the United SUtes with whom 
our amiinssndor St London sctlvely co-op- 
erated In the presentstlon of this subject 
to her majesty's government. This wilt be 
laid before congress. Our special envoys 
have not made their final report, ns furth- 
er negotiations between the representatives 
of this government nnd the governments 
of other countries arc pemliug nnd in 
contemplation. 

Mesn while It gives me satisfaction to 
state th.it the special envoys have already 
deniop<-trated their ability and fitness to 
deal with the snbleet, and It is to be earn- 
estly hoped that their labors may result In 
an Intemstlonal agreement which will 
bring abont reeoenltlon of both gnM and 
silver ns monnv upon such tertns and with 
such safesrunrils will secure tbe use of 
l>eth metals upon n basis which slinll work 
no Injustice to any class of onr •■'.tlzena. 
To En eon rage Merchant Marine. 

Most desirable from every standpoint of 
national Interest and patriotism Is the ef- 
fort to extend onr forelirn commerce. To 
this end our merchant marine should be 
lmpro\ed and enlariied. We should do our 
full share of the carrying trade of tbe 
world. We do not do It now. We should 
be the laggard no longer. Tbe Inferiority 
of onr merchant marine Is Jnstly humiliat- 
ing to the national pride. The government 
by every proper eonstltntlonal meana shonid 
aid in making our ships fnmlllnr visitors 
at every cotumerclal port of the world, 
thus opening up new and valuable markets 
to the surplus products of the farm and 
factory. 

The elTiirls wbli-h have been made dur- 
ing the two previous yinr« by my prede- 
cessor to secure better protection to our 
fnr seals In the north Pacific ocean and 
nerlnc sea, were renewed at an early date 
by this sdmlnistratlon and have been pur- 
sued with earnestness. Upon my Invita- 
tion the governments of Japan and Russia 
sent delegates to Washington and nn In- 
ternationa! eoi'ferenci" was heM during the 
months of Oefiiber ami November last, 
wherein it was uiinnlniously at-reed tlijt 
under the < xlstlnir regulations this spei le< 
of useful an'.'uals was threatened with ex- 
tinction ami that nn International agree- 
ment of ill th,^ Interested powers was nec- 
essary for their adequate protection. 

The government of Great Britain did not 
see proper to b«> represented at this con- 
ference, but subsequently sent to Waah- 
Ington delegates. 

The result of tlvis conference wns an 
agreement on Important facts comiccfed 
wltb the loiiditlon if the seal herd, here- 
tofore In dispute, \\ lili h should place be- 
yond controversy the duty of the govern- 
ments concerned to adopt measures wltboui: 
delay for the preaervntion and reatoratioii 
of tbe herd. Negotiations to this end are 
now In progress, tbe result of which I hops 
to be able to report to oongraaa at an early 
day. 

WUI Pvah Arbltvatioa. 

International arbitration cannot be omit- 
tod from tbe list of aubjecte nlalmlng our 
oonalderatlon. Events bave only aerved to 
strengthen tbe general views on this ques- 
tion express.'d In my Inaugural address. 

Treaties •-mbodylng these iiiimatie prin- 
ciples on l.'Toad lines v.-ltlmut In any wa.v 
Imperiling our iiiter( sts or our honor Shall 
have my cinstant cm ouragement. 

The acceptiinc* by this governnient of 
the Invitation of ■The republic of France to 
participate In th<» Unlveraal exposition of 
1000 at Paris nna Immediately followed 
by the appointment of a special commis- 
sioner to represent the United States in 
the prflpose<l exposition, with special ref- 
erence to the securing of spare for an ade- 
quate e.vhlblt on tsdialf of the United 
states.

The present naval force, especially In view 
of Its Increase by the ships now under con- 
struction, while not IIS large as that of a 
few other powers. Is a formidable force, 
and carefnl attention to keeping It In a 
high state of efficiency and repair, it is 
well adapted to the necessities of the coun- 
try.

It is an 
iKifoi tuiiate f:iei iliii there Is only one 
i' 'i oil the r-ielilc coast capable of dock- 
iiit: i.r,- largest ships, and only one on tho 
Atli!r,f,'c coast, and that the latter has for 
ihe last ;!> or seven months been under re- 
pair and therefore Incapable Of Uae. 

Immediate steps should be taken to pro- 
vide three or four ducks.

The Old Soldiers Will Frobably be Ignored 
tl This Appointaeit-A Lively 
Bew Akeal

The President seems to be determined 
to go against the wishes of Senator Del)oe 
in the matter of the appointment of a 

Pension Agent for Keritneky. These 
pension agencies have always been given 
to old soldiers. Even Cleveland recog- 
nized this and gave the old poldiers the 
preference in bis selection. Senator De- 
boe has contended that the President 
should act in accordance with the estab- 
lished precedents, and any one of five or 
six names that have been suggested 
would meet with bis approval. 

The President, however, insists tbat 
the place shall go to Ijoslie Combs, to 
whom Mr. llcKinley seems to owe some 
favor. The President knows Combs per- 
sonally and has intimated that he will 
give him the othce. If he does so there 
will be a storm of protests from the old 
soldier element of the state. Senator 
Deboe has aaggesled tbat Sdr. Combs be 
satisfied with the postmastership of hie 
hometown, Lexington. This pays fn.OtX), 
almost as much as theagency, aud would 
allow him to live at home and enjoy an 
oflBce where he would have little to do. 
Mr. Combs, however, does not take 
kindly to the suggestion and insists on 
tbat which is bound to create needless 
friction in the party and stir up opposi- 
tion among the old soldiers.

Tbe conditions now etIatliC demand mate- 
rial changes In the laws relating to tbe 

territory. Tbe great Influx of population 
during tbe past summer and fall and tbe 
prospect of A still larger Immigration In 
the sprlnc, win not permit us to longer 
neglect tin" extrnslon of civil authority 
within the tiTiltory or postpone the es- 
tabllsbinciit of a more thorough govern- 
nioDt. 

A genernl system of public surveys has 
not yet been extended to Alaska and ail 
entries thns for made in tllat diatriet are 
upon special surveys. The act of congress 
extending to Alaska the mining lawa of 
the United Stntes rnntulned the reservation 
that It ahoulil not lit- ronstruod to put In 
force the (jrn.'riil liiiid laws of tho country 
I'.y Hcl iipjii ovcil March D. 181)1, aiithorlly 
was pivcii for entry of Inndo for town slli' 
piiriioscs iiiul also for the piirchnse of not 
exceedliiR IGU acres then or thereafter oc- 
cupied for purposes of trade aad manttfac- 
tnre. 

Tbe purpose of congress as thns far ex- 
pressed baa Iteen tliat only sneb rights 
should apply to that territory as should l>e 

specifically named. 

It will bo seen how much remains to be 
done for that vast and remote and yet 
prnnilsInK portion of our connfry. 

Special autliorlty wa.t clveii to the presi- 
dent by the act of conKresa opproved Julv 
34, i&n. to divide that territory Into two 
land districts and ru deelgnate the bound- 
aries thereof and to appoint registrars and 
surveyors of said land ofllces, aad the pres- 
ident waa niHo authorised to appoint a sur- 
veyor general for the entire district. Pur- 
suant to this authority a snrrayor gtnani 

and receiver baW ttUk appolBted, With of- 
fices at Sitka. 

If In tlx- ensiling year the conditions Jus- 
tify It, the additional land district auth- 
orised by law will be established, with an 
offlce at some point in the Tuko nvailey. 
No appropriation, howevar, waa aMl|e for 
this pnrpose. 

I concur with tbe secrotary of war In bis 
suggestion an to the neceaalty for a mili- 
tary force in the territory of Alaska for 
the protection of persons and property. 

I earnestly urge upon coni^ress the es- 
tnlillshinent of u system of Kovernment 
witli KiK'h flexibility aa will enable it to 
nii.iMsi i!spif to tha fntora areas of great- 
est population. 

Aid For StnrvInK Miners. 
Tl'.e BfartliiiK lhoii«!i possibly exascernt- 
eil reports finiii the Yniioii river country 
of the probable sbortai;e of fooil for th. 
l.'irKe number of people who are winterln:; 
there without the means of leaving the 
country are confirmed in such measures as 
to Jnatify briaging tbe matter to tbe atten 
tlon of conBres!«. 

However, should these reports of the suf' 
ferhiK of our fellow citizens be farther 
verlrted every effort lit any cost should be 
mude to carry tbem relief. 

Abwrt th* Indtoas. 

For a numlier of yeara past It has been 

api)arent that tbe conditions under which 
the five civlll-ied tribes were established In 
the Indian territory under treaty provisions 

with the t nl'ed States, with the right of 
self governmrnt and the exclusion of nil 
while persoim from within their borders, 
have uiidciKoae so conii)lete a chaii;;e as 
to render the cnntlnu'ince of the system 
hu.< Iniiu^iiratpd prai-tlcaliy linposslhlo. 
Till! total number uf tbe Uve civilised 
tribes, aa rhown by the latst censua, la 45,- 
404, and tbis number baa not materially In- 
creased, while the white population Is es- 
timated at from aoo,000 to 350,000, which 
hy permission of the Indian government 
has settled In tbe territory. 
'I'he present area of the Indian territory 
oiit.iins L'r>.(»)i.Qe4 acres, mash of which 

Is very fertile land. 

The fnlted States citizens reslilln- In the 
territory, most uf whom have nouv there 
by invitation or with the consent of the 
tribal authorities, bare made permanent 
hones ft^r thensclves. 

Vaioabla realdeBoes and bvslness houses 
have been erernd in SMay of thenL Large 
business enterprises are carried on In which 
vast sums of money are employed, an<l yet 
these people, who have invested their cap 
Itnl In the ilevelopment of tlie prodiic'lvo 
resources of Hie coiiiitry, are without title 
the land tliey <H-cupy and have no voice 
whatever in the Kovemmeat, cltlier of the 
nations or tribes. 

The secretary of the intenor reporta that 
leading Indians liave absorI>ed great tracts 
of land to the axduaion of the common 
people, and government by an Indian aris- 
toerncy hns been pructlrally established, to 
the detriment of the people. 

It has been found Impossible for the 
I'liited Slates to keep Its citizens out of the 
territory ami tlie executory coniMtlons con- 
tained in the treaties with ihe.se fiatloiis 
have for the most part become impuMlble 
for execution. 

Should the agreement between tbe Cboc- 
tawa and Cblckasaws be ratified by con- 
gress and should the other tribes fall to 
make an sgreeuent with tho conimlsslon, 

then it wilt be neceaaary that some legis- 
lation shall be had by congress, which, 
while Just and honorable to tbe Indians, 
shoil be equltsbie to tha white people who 
have settled upon those lands by Invitation 
of the tribal nations. 

I concur with tbe secretary of the inte- 
rior that there can be no cure for the evils 
engendered by the perver.slou of these great 
trusts excepting by their resumption by 
the governnieiit which created them.

Ily the decree of the court the up.set price 
on the sale of the Kansas I'nclfic will yielil 
to tbe government the sum of $2,SOO,00<i 
over all prior liens, costs and chargea. 

If ao otlwr or better bid Is made this 
snn Is all that the govemnant will receive 
on Its claim of nearly 118,000,000. 

The government has no information as to 
whether there wtll ha other bMMete or a 
better hid than the mhitaBaai aaowt here- 
in stated. 

The (jnestlon presented therefore Is 
whether the governiiieiit shall, under the au- 
thority given It by the art of March 3, 1807, 
purchase or redeem the rood In the event 
that a bid Is not msde by private parties 
oovering the entire government claim.

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Yellow Fever Scourge. 

Tho recent prevulrnue of yellow fever 

in a iiiiiulier of cities and towns through- 
out I he .south luiH resulted In much dis- 
tiirliiince of coiiinierce and (leiooiistrated 
Ihe nices.slty of siieh ameinliiH iii t.> our 
quarantine laws as will make the regula 

tious of tbe national quaraotlos avthorl- 

tU's paramount 

The secretary of tha treasnry In the por- 
tion of his report relating to tha operation 
of the marine hosplul service calls atten- 
tion to the defects In tbe present qnann- 
tine laws and recommends amendments 
thereto which will give the treasury de- 
piiitiiient the ri'qulslte authority to pre- 
vent the Invasion of epidemic diseases 
from foreign countrlcH, and In tlme« of 
emergency like tliat of the past Miiuiiiei- 
will add to the efUcleucy of the aanltary 
meaaurea for tbe protection of the people 
and at the same time prevent unnecessary 
restriction of commerce. J concur in bis 
recommendation. 

In further efTort to prevent the invaalon 
of the United States by yellow fever fbe 
Importiince of the discovery of the exact 
cause of the disease, which up to llie jires- 
ent time his been undetermined, Is obvi- 
ous, and |.i tills end, a systematic bacter- 
iological luveNtlgatiuit Bbould bo made. I 
therefore recommend that congress sstlior 
zo the appointment of a commission by thu 
preaideot, to conaiat of four espert bacter- 
iologists, one to be selected from the med- 
al officers of the marine bospitsi service. 



Possible Ownerslitpa 

In so important a matter as the govern- 
ment becoming tbe possible owner of rail- 
road property which It perforce must con- 
dnet and operate, I feel constrained to toy 
before congress these facts fttr Its consid- 
eration and action before tbe conaoBalkm 
of the sale. 

It Is dear to my mind that tbe govern- 
ment should not permit tbe property to 
be sold at a price which will yield less than 
one-half of the principal of Its debt and less 
than title -flfth of Its entire debt. prInclpHi 
and interest. 

Hut whether the government, rather than 
accept less than its claim, shonid become n 
'bidder and theretiy the ofrner of tbe proper- 
tr, I aahnlt to the congraaa for action. 

The Important branch of onr goverament 
known aa tha civil service, tbe practical 
Impi-ovement of which has long been a sub- 
ject of earnest discussion, has of late years 
received Increased legislative and execullv.' 
approval. During the past few months the 
service lias been placed upon a still firmer 
basis of business methods and personal 
merit. 

Reinstatement of Soldiers. 
While the right of our veteran soliliers 
to reinstafeiiient in deserving lases has 
been asserted, dismissals for merely polit- 
ical reasons have been carefully guarded 
agalnat. the examinations for admittance 
to tbe service enlarged and at the same 
time rendered less technical aad mora prac- 
tical : and a distinct advanea baa hem made 
by giving hearing befora dlsSBlBSal vpon all 
cases w here incompetOBcy Is shargsd Or da- 
uiand made for tbe removal of offldals In 
any of the departments. 

This order has been made to give to the 
accused his right to be heard, but without 
In any way Impairing the [mwer of remov- 
al, which abould always be exercised In 
caaea of Inefllclency and Incompetency and 
whelh Is one of tho vital safegiurds of the 
civil service reform system, pnventlng stag 
nation and deadwood and keeping every 
employe keenly alive to tbe fact that tbe 
security of bis tenure depends not on fa 
for, but on bis own tested aad oarafnily 
watcbed record of service. 

Much of course still remains to be accom- 
plished before the system can be made 
reasonably perfect for our needs. Tliere ar< 
places now In tbe clasalfled service which 
ought to be exempted and othen not class- 
ified may properly be Included. 

I shall not hesitate to exempt cases which 
I think have been Improperly Included In 
the classified service or inoloda those which 
In my Judgment will iMSt promote the pub- 
lic service. 

Tile system has tlie appr.ivnl of I lie pen 
pie and it will be niy endeavor to uphold 
and extend It. 

Some Topics Omitted. 
I am forced by the length of this mes- 
sage to omit many important references to 
affairs of the goverr.iiieiit with which con- 
gress will have to deal at the present ses- 
xluii. They are fully discussed in the de- 
partmental reports,, to all of which 1 In- 
vite yonr earnest attention. 

The aatlnutes of the expenses of the 
government by the several departments 
will. I am sure, have yonr careful scrutiny. 
While the congress may not And It an 
easy task to reduce tha aapansas of the 
government, It should net oaeoonge their 
loerease.
